Town Runs Saloon 

Over $10,000 clear profit for less 
than a year of operation is the report 
of the citizens’ commitiee of Sisseton, 
8.D., which has cha:ce of the financia! 
managemer't of the only saloow in the 
place. Whe. the town voted wet" 
last apring, after several years of 
“drought” the manner of handling the 
traffic was turned over to a commit- 
tee, Which hired a manager for the one 
saloon permitted, paying him a salary 
of $1,800 a year and hiring alt help 
needed. All surplus funds were to be 
equally divided between the funds of 
the municipality and a ‘special good 
roads fund, and cach has just received 
$4,000, the remainder being held as 
an operating fund. With no expense 
of fitting up for business, the manag- 
ers estimate the net returns in 1914 at 
about $17,000. 


The Cinque Porte 

The lord wardenship ef the cinque 
ports goes back to the Saxon period, 
when the five ports, Sandwich, Dover, 
Hythe, Romney and Hastings, constt- 
tuted an essential part of England's 
defence against France, The warden 
was a highly importan personage 
who exercised civil, military aad 
naval jurisdiction, being at once sher- 
iff, custos votulorum, lord ‘ieutenant 
and admiral. Winchester and Rye in 
later days were added to the five 
towns, but the name remained cinque 
ports, as of old. In the days of the 
first Edward these ports were bound 
to fuimish fifty-seven ships fully 
equipped ang manned at their own 
cost for fifteen days, in consiceration 
for which they were freed from ce-- 
tain taxes aud gran’ea special privi- 
leges,—London Standard.

Cannae, where Hannibal won his 
greatest victory over the Romans, 1s 
situated on the opposiie side of the 
peninsula from the city of Rome. on 
the river Aufidus and about six miles 
from its mouth. It was from this bat- 
tlefield that Hannibal sent to Carth- 
age three bushels of gold rings from 
the fingers of the Roman _ knights 
slain in the battle.

THE DOUGLAS FIR 

The” Tree With a Future That Is 
Grown in British Columbla 

There ire trees in Canada whos) 
commercial importance is clearly on 
the wane. Accorcing to one of the 
latest bulletins of the Dominion For- 
estry Branch, the value of the white 
pine lumber cut in 1912 was one and 
a half million dolla:s less than in 
1911. The cut of hemlock decreased 
thirty per cent. and tamarack, the 
lumber production of which has de- 
creased over forty per cent. in the 
last two years, bids inir soon to be- 
come commercially extinct. Of the six 
leading tree-species in Canada, Doug- 
la fir was the only «se whose lum- 
ber production increased in 1912. In 
the province of British Columbia 
alone, Douglas fir formed over 67.7 
per cent. of the total lumber cut, and 
British Columbia is at preesnt by far 
the richest timber province in Can- 
ada, containing, according to some 
estimates, one-half the merchantable 
timber wealth of the Dominion, 

This remarkable tree attains a 
height of over two hundred feet with 
a trunk ten to twelve feet in diameter, 
forming, alone or mixed with hemlock, 
great forests extending four hundred 
miles north of the international boun+ 
dary. Its natural range extends in 
Canada to the eastern foot-hills of the 
Rocky Mountains in Alberta, where it 
grows to a jeight of 130 fect and a 
diameter of four feet, and is _consid- 
ered one of the most important tim- 
ber trees on the Dominion Rocky 
Mountains Forest Reserve, which cov- 
ers an area of nearly 21,000 square 
miles. 

It is also widely distributed through- 
out the western United States, being 
able to stand considerable climatic 
variation and being practically im- 
mune to insects or fungus diseases. 

Dr, C. 8. Sargent, one of the great: 
est authorities on American trees de- 
scribes the wood as hard, durable and 
large-y used for all kinds of constric- 
tion, According to a recent Dominion 
Forestry Branch publication on the 
“Wood-using Industries of Ontario,” 
it is increasing in popularity in that 
province for decorative purposes as 
“it has an attractive grain and igures 
which readily lends itself to staining.” 


Douglas fir construction timber is 
shipped to all parts of the world. 
The Douglas fir has been  intro- 


duced into Europe with great success 
and ‘large forests have been planted 
which are now yielding handsome 
profits. Germany and France pur- 
chase every year large quantities of 
seed from the Indians in British Co- 
lumbia.

CANADA'S WATER POWER 
Data Being Collected by the Com- 
mission of Conservation 
So far as waters and waterpowers 
are concerns], the efforts of the com- 
mission of conservation have, thus 
far, been devoted to the collection of 
information, To practice conserva- 
tion intelligently we must, first, know 

what we have to conserve. 

When the commission was estab- 
lished, a good deal of information 
respecting waterpowers in Canada 
was in existence. but nothing had 
been done toward bringing this data 
together in the form of concise re- 
ports covering teh whcle Dominion. 
Hence the first work of the commis- 
slon’s committee of waters and 
waterpowers was to collect and tabu- 
late all the available data, It was 
found that the information relating 
to the eastern provinces was fairly 
complete but Was very meagre as to 
the prairie provinces and British Co- 
lumbia, It was not thought advisable, 
however, to withoid the information 
respecting Fastern “Canada and the 
teport on “Watespowers of Canada” 
Was published in 1911. This publica- 
tion included th> very limited data 
then available respecting the west- 


ern provinces. 


Since 1911, tho attention of the 
committee has been concentrated 
on obtaining information rclating 


to Western Canada, to form the basis 
of a special report on this portion of 
the Dominion. In British Columbia, 
the commission's waterpower recon- 
naissances have been made in co- 
operation with the provincial govern- 
ment, and, during the last three 
years, field parties have covered prac- 
tically all the province from the boun- 
dary line to one huncred miles north 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific railway. 
The principal rivers of the north- 
ern portion of the prairie provinces 
were covered by reconnaissance su-- 
veys by the commission, while, in the 
southern portion of these provinces 
and in the railway belt of British 
Columbia, the waterpowers and irri- 
gation branches of the interior de- 
partment have been active in obtain 


ing waterpower data. 
A inarked advance in _ systematic 
stream measurement has also taken 


place in Western Canada during the 
last three years. The British Colum- 
bia department of lands and the 
waterpowers and irrigation branches 
of the interior department have estab- 
lished numerous tations threughout 
the western provinces where regular 
readings are recorded.

Lepers and Their Reduction 

The former prevalence of leprosy 
seems ,to be partly explained by the 
fact that the name was made to in- 
clude various skin diseases in addi- 
tion to that due to the Bacillus lep- 
rae, There are still many thousand 
cases of true leprosy in India, and 
smaller numbers. in other parts of 
Asia, South Africa. and elsewhere. 

The continued menace of the dis- 
ease is surprising in view of its 
feeble contagiousness. Dr. H. Bayon, 
South African bacteriologist, states 
that infection occurs in only about 
two per cent. of the persons living 
under the same roof, and it is not 
known now the transmission of the 
disease takes place. The bacillus is 
so slightly toxic that the extract must 
be concentrated for giving treatment 
by. injection. 

Without treatment, about two per 
cent. of cases improve, but in gelect- 
ed cases five out of ten may be made 
to show improvement, and injections 
of the toxins—which are soluble in 
yater—have led to apparent cures in 
early stages. It is unsafe, however, 
to pronounce any case cured until 
five or tan years have passed. 

Segregation is neceszary, and in 
Basutoland, where the government 
has decline’ to interfere, the three 
hundred lepers of a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago have increased to eight hun- 
dred, while in the Philippines the 
Americans by segregation have re- 
duced the number by ninety per cent.

“We are making remarkable progress in all lines of 
endeavor and to successfully distribute this enormous 
wealth and derive the greatest benefit, it will be necessary 
to build more railroads, develop water transportation and 
power transmission facilities and establish more factories 
and mills, This will create more markets, and the direct 
result will be mixed farming, the real source of wealth. 

“Comparing the Province of Alberta with the older 
provinces of the Dominion, the states of the Union, or with 
the countries of western Furope, there is no queation that 


betweon agriculture and manufacturing it has the potential |° 


capacity to sustain 100 inhabitants to the square mile, 
which would mean a population of 25,000,000. Populated 
our province would have 
12U,000,000 inhabitants in cities, town and country, The 
present population of all Canada is less than 8,500,000; 
Aiberta has about 435,000. 

“Alberta has within its boundaries fully 100,000,000 
acres of fertile lands, available for settlement. This is 
exclusive of about 1,520,000 acres occupied by lakes, rivers 
and creeks, and 60,000,000 acres of mountains, hills and 
other lands, not suitable for agriculture at present. We 
had under cultivation last year 2,799,207 acres, or lees than 
three per cent of the available farming area, aud from this 
our farmers produced 75,575,632 bushels of grain, in addi- 
tion to livestuck, hay, roots, vegetables and dairy producte 
having a farm value of between $15,000,000 and $20,000, 
ooo, ‘The increase in the acreage of 1913 over 1912 was 
407,415, and the crop increase was 9,331,140 bushels. 

“From official sources we learn that a larger area

In 1900, the two provinces had 105 manufactur- 
iny plants, employing 1,168 men and women and $1,689,870 
capital; salaries and wages amounted to $465,798, the 
value of the raw product was $1,121,342, and the value of 
the finished product was placed at $1,964,987, 

Five years later Alberta alone had 120 manufactur- 
ing plants, employing $0,545,821 capital and 2,045. men 
and women, who received $1,167,107 in salaries and wages, 
The value of the finished product was placed at $5,116,782. 

According to the last census bulletin, issued by the 
Federal Government, Alberta had 490 manufacturing 
establishments in 1910. T.ese plants employ 6,980 men 
and women and $29,518,246 capital; they paid $4,365,661 
in salaries and wages and $Y,998,777 for raw materials, 
The value of the products was $18,788,836, 

What the future holds for Alberta in manufacturing 


and agriculture the brain of no man can grasp. We are 
facing a stupendous task.

Way Time Can't be Defined 

‘Time is something which cannot be 
adequately defined. It is what scien- 
tists call a relative thing—something 
dependent on other things. It is. of 
course, measured by events, or rather 
the sequence of events. 

Suppose, for instance, that it takes 
f& Man one second to raise and lower 
his hand. If there are other beings 
that can perfoym the same action in a 
hundredth of a second, that period 
will be a second to them. for, after all, 
we measure time by the number of 
physical actions we can perform. This 
being the case, certain insect. tvat 
live only a week have really lived sey- 
eral years. 

If we can imagine human life on an 
electron, that tiny partic’e of modern 
physics. a thousand of whick are 
found in an atom of hydrogen, one 
second of our time is about twenty bil- 
lion years to them. On the other 
hand, if we can imagine that stellar 
systems have life. one of their seconds 
is about twenty billions of our years. 

A great many things depend upon 
this idea of time. One minister ex- 
plans the miracle of turning water in- 
to wine by saying it all means simply 
that the time of growth of tho grape 
was shortened. ‘The reason a quick, 
active man accomplishes s0 much 
more in the same time than a slow 
one ig that le lives by a different sys- 


Shall We Harden Our Cnildren? 


If we attempt to harden our child- 
ren during tle periods of rapid growth 
the consequences may be disastrous, 
These periods of rapid growth are be- 
tween the fourth and the fifth, the 
ninth and the tenth and the thirteenth 
and the fifteenth “years. The writer 
quotes Dr, Alois Strasser, who says 
that hardening is necessary, but that, 
in addition to the age of the child, his 
constitution should be considered, and 
the surface covering of lis body r* 
lated to his weight. 


During the first few years of a 
child's life it is necessary only to 
adapt his body to indoor tempera- 


tures, and suitably clad, to varying 
outdoor temperatures. The child 
should not be given even mildly cold 
baths before he is 3 to 4 years of 
age. then only a mere sponging of the 
body and this in the morning. Cold 
showers and douches at this age are 
detrimental, 

Up to the time he is 14 a short stl- 
mulating bath in the morning fs all 
that is necessary. Regularity in this 
matter is important. Safety and com- 
fort are the criteria, depending upon 
the susceptibility of the child.

OPEEGH OVER SEAS 
NOW SEEMS POSSIBLE 


PROGRESS IN WIRELESS TELE- 


PHONY GIVES PROMISE OF 
GREAT DEVELOPMENT 


Now Seems Reasonable to Expect 
That Some Day Speech Transmis- 
sion From England to America Will 
be Effected by the Perfrction of 
Wicless System. 

In a lecture delivered at the Royal 
institution, London, Dr. J. A. Fleming, 
F.R.S., described the inventions which 
of late years have rendered possible a 
great increase in the distance of tele- 
phonic, communication and have per- 
mitted the use of submarine telephone 
cables over distances previously im- 
practicable. ( 

The lecturer explained that in the 
case of a telephone wire the shortest 
the wave length the greater the vel- 
ocity with which the waves travel, 
while the amplitude of the shorter 
waves attenuates tc a greater extent 
than that of the longer ones. 

Hence when, as a result of speaking 
to a telephone transmitter, a complex 
electromotive force is applied to the 
end of a cable the various simple har- 
monic waves into which the impulse 
may be resolved travel along the 
cable with unequal speed and attenua- 
tion. The short waves travel fastest. 
but are worn out soonest; hence the 
wave form is distorted. 

Advance by Prof. Pupin 

A remedy for the distortion of artic- 
ulate sounds was first suggested by 
Mr. Oliver Heavyside, who showed 
mathematically twenty-five years ago 
how waves of all lengts conld be 
made to travel at the same speed and 
attenuate the same rate, 

An important advance was made by 
Prof. Pupin of Columbia college, New 
York, in ~899 and 1900, when he 
proved that Heavyside'’s suggestion 
can be put into practical form by load- 
ing the cable with coils of wire wound 
on iron wire cores, inserted at equal 
intervals, but so close that at least 
eight or nine coils are included in the 
distance of one wave length of the 
average wave frequency, Which is al- 
ways taken at 800. 

If the coils are placed farther apart 
relatively to the wave length they do 
more harm than good. Aerial lines, 
underground, cables. avd submarine 
cables. can all be treated in this way. 

New York to Denver Line 


The longest aerial loaded line is 
that from New York to Denver, 2,000 
miles, which permits good speech be- 
tween these places, and it is the am- 
bition of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Compary to complete a 
loaded line that will render speech 
possible between New York and San 
Francisco, over 3,000 miles. 

A line Las just been completed be- 
tween Berlin and Rome, It runs over- 
head, except through the Simplon tun- 
nel, with loading colis at every elght 
miles, and good speech is possible 
over the whole distance. 

In England the longest loaded lines 
ure two t:unk lines from London to 
Leeds, 200 miles. The general post 
office has now in operation 30,000 
miles of aerial and underground cir- 
cuits, and 45,545 miles are in the 
coursé of deing loaded. 

As regards loaded submarine cabies 
the general post office has three—one 
to France, one to Belgium, 48 miles; 
and one to*Ireland, sixty-four miles. 
A fourth which is now being manu- 
factured, is to be laid from Suffolk, to 
the nearest point in Holland, [25 
miles. Broadly, loading has rendered 
it possible to double or more than 
double the distance of effective tele- 
phone intercourse. 

In regard to wireless telephony Dr. 
Fleming said-the arrangements are 
closely similar to those employed in 
wireless telegraphy but in the base of 
the antenna, or coupled to it, must be 
placed a micraphone by means of 
which the speaker's voice makes 
changes in the resistance of the an- 
tenna circuit, the result being to vary 
the amplitude of the waves emitted 
without altering their wave length. 

The difficulty is to obtain a micro- 
phéne that will carry large high fre- 
quency currents, By the aid of an in- 
genious Nquid niicrophone Prof. Vanni 
of Rome, has transmitted speech for 
625 miles. Fessenden, in the United 
States has telephoned a few hundred 
miles, and Poulsen, in Denmark, Colin 
and Jeance in France, Goldschmidt in 
Germany, and Ditcham in England 
have covered greater or less distances. 

Mr. Mar2oni receutly carried out de- 
monstrations with wireless telephony 
for the Itallan navy. 

The lecturer concluded by remark- 
ing that We are yet a long way from 
telephony across the Atlantic, wheth- 
er With cables or by wireless, but pro- 
gress will continue to be made, and 
it 1s possible that some day speech 
transmission from England “to San 
Francisco, with one repetition at New 
York, may be an accomplished fact.

May Follow the Panama Opening, De-

Fear that the opening of the Pan- 
ama canal may be followed by @ 
world wide redistribution of yellow 
fever and cholera which will threat: 
en very great commercial loss, was 
expressed by Mr. Richard P. Strong, 
head of the Harvard Medical school of 
tropical medicine, 

Dr. Strong was formerly at the head 
of the government biological labora- 
tory in the Philippines and later be- 
came prominent through his work in 
combating the bubonic plague in 
Manchuria, Last year he led the 
Harvard medical expedition to Peru, 
where an extensive study of tropical 
diseases was made. 

“The troubles to be feared from the 
spread of tropical diseases by traf- 
fie through the Panama canal,” he 
said recently. ‘are rather heavy finan- 
cial losses through disturbance of 
trade between any great loss of life. 
Modern medicine has so far mastered 
the ways of checking infectious dis- 
eases that in many civilized countries 
no great mortality is to be feared 
from these diseases. ‘To the United 
States and Western Europe the great- 
est peril is to trade, because medical 
control of the spread of tropical rests 
first of all on the stoppage of traffic. 

“One of the most interesting and 
not improbable changes in the distri- 
bution of tropical diseases fs that the 
west coast of South America, parti- 
cularly Guayaquil, may send yellow 
fever to India and receive Asiatic 
cholera by way of exchange.”

Government Report Says 74 Per Cent. 
Contain Benzoate of Soda 

A bulletin from the laboratory of 
the inland revenue department on the 
examination of 70 samples of tomato 
catsup sold in Canada shows that 74 
per cent. of the collection contains a 
prese.vative in the form of benzoic 
acid (benzoate of soda). In 88 per 
cent., dye has been added to the pre- 
paration. The amount of solids in a 
number of samples was very low, 
There are, however, no definite stand- 
ards for catsup in, this country and 
though the analysis shows a great 
variation in quality, none of the 
samples is conde:nned. The matter of 
fixing standards is to begtaken up by 
the department. 

“The present collection shows 74 
per cent. of the collection to contain 
preservatives,” says the bulletin, ‘in 
every case the preservative is benzoic 
acid, showing that benzoate of soda 
has completely displaced salicylic acid 
as a preservative of catsup. 

“It is evident that manufacturers of 
tomato catsup are impressed with the 
necessity of adding’a preservative. 
either to the finished article, or to 
the stock frem which this is made. 
We have not as yet, forbidden the 
use of benzoate of soda in foods, as 
the évidence of its use in minimum 
amounts to prevent spoilage, is not 
harmful to health. 

“Careful study of this matter was 
made by the referee board of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture in 1909, in which“it was de 
clared that “it having been  deter- 
mined benzoate of soda, mixed with 
food is not deleterour or poisonous 
and i8 not injurious to health, no ob- 
jecuion will be raised under foods and 
drugs act to the use of food containing 
benzoate of soda, provided that each 
container or package of such food 
is plainly labelled to show the pres- 
ence and amount of benzoate of soda.” 
Several state laws, however. forbid its 
employment in foods.”

QUIPUT OF ALBERTA 
COAL_ON INCREASE 


RAPID DEVELOPMENT OF THE IN- 
DUSTRY IN NORTH AND SOUTH 
PART OF PROVINCE 


The Edmontoi District is Reported to 
Have the Largest Coal Flelds in the 
Dominion—The Crow's Nest Paco 
Holds First Place in Alberta as to 
Output. 

The very rapid development of 
the coal industry of Albertais shown 
by figures which have just been com- 
piled regarding the operations of ccal 
mines in the province in 1913, Tons 
of coal mined in Alberta during 1913 
numbered 4,306,346, being an increase 
of 859,997 over 1912. During the past 
eight years the coal output for Al- 
berta has increased 500 per cent. 

The Edmonton district has the 
largest coal fields, not only in Alberta, 
but in the Dominion. These areas are 
being opened up se fast as railway 
communication and. capital make their 
operation possible. At the present 
time the Crow's Nest holds first place 
among the coal producing districts in 
Alberta, having an output of 1,849,435 
tons. Lethbridge comes next with 
966,020 tons; Edmonton third wiih 
863,430 tons, «nd Calgary fourth with 
627,461 tons. A large number of new 
mines Were opened up during tke 
year, mostly in the Edmonton coal 
field. Some of these were closed 
down again, on account of the fact 
that at the present time they are not 
served by railways. 

8,000 Men Employed 

An increased number of men found 
employment in’the mines of the pro- 
vince during 1918, the total number: 
of men engaged in the mines, both 
above and below ground being given 
as 8,608. Machinery is coming to be 
used more and more in getting out 
the coal. In the liguite field more 
than half the coal is mined by mach- 
inery, but no machinery is used for 
coal cutting in the bituminous or a1- 
thracite fields. Twenty-nine mines 
are using electricity, Telephones have 
been installed in the larger mines‘and 
are proving of great service, both in 


assisting the management of the 
imines and in obtaining assistance 
when secidents occur, 


Mine rescve stations have been es- 
ti blished, two in the Lethbridge dis- 
trict and the other between Coleman 
and Burmis. Others will be establish- 
ed shortly in the northern part of the 
province. The stations are equipped 
with up-to-date apparatus and com- 
plete appliances for rendering first 
aid work very readily, 221 having re- 
presented themselves for training dur- 
ing the year and 51 have been grant- 
ed certificates for proficiency. 

There were 28 fatal accidents in 
mines in the province ‘during 1918. 
Most of these occurred in the smaller 
mines, where the managers are not 
required to hold first-class certificates 
and are not 80 conyersapt- with the 
Mines. act. 


TO LIVE IN SHADOW~-OF DEATH

Murderer “To Get Respite From’ Year 
to Year if He Behaves 

A respite of a year and a day has 
been granted by Governor Cox of 
}Columbus, Ohio, in the case of Leslie 
Humphries, under sentence to die in 
the electric chair. 

While the death sentence will con- 
tinue to hang over the man, Governor 
Cox made it known that he will re- 
commend to future governors that 
respites be granted from year to year, 
provided Hu:iphreys makes a good 
record as a prisoner in the Ohio pent- 
tentiary. 

His Wages as a prisoner will be 
turned over to his dependant family. 

The governor's action in the Hum- 
phries’ case is without precedent in 
Ohio. Humphries killed Samuel 8. 
Kelly of Lanark, W.Va. After his 
arrest he confessed that’ he robbed 
his victim of several hundred dollars, 
Later he maintained that the killing 
resulted during a fight.

American Company Promoting Scheme 
for Passenger and Freight

The inauguration of a steamboat 
line on the Saskatchewan river is an- 
nounced in a folder just issued from 
the head office at Mineapolis, of the 
Sasaktchewan Steamship & Coal Com- 
pany. 

Information hag been recieved at 
North Battleford that the first boat *o 
be placed on this service will be 
called the “Majestic,” a stern wheel- 
er, which is 192 feet long and 56 feet 
beam, and has a stateroom capacity 
for 200 first class passengers. It will 
be lighted by electricity, has all mod- 
ern conveniences, and, not so much 
for_safety as convenience of passeng- 
ers, a Wireless telegraph apparatus is 
to be installed, so that messages can 
be transmitted to Port Arthur or Du- 
luth, where the nearest wireless sta- 
tions are established, 

It is understood that a large num- 
ber of American pleasure seekers will 
avail themselves of this magnificent 
cruise from Prince Albert, North Bat- 
tleferd and Edmonton. * 

The announcement of this com- 
pany’s formation and the inauguration 
of a passenger service is especially 
interesting as it relates also to a coal 
company. It is understood that large 
American interests have been inves- 
tigating the coal deposit along the 
river, and are gatisfied that a fortune 
awaits the promoters of an enterprise 
which would work these deposits and 
by means of a steamboat line supply 
the cities and toWns throughout the 
length Of the Saskatchewan river.
